APPRAISAL OF STALIN 


Men die but their deeds survive. The evil they do, as 
Shakespeare said, lives after them. But so does the good they 
do, and so do all their accomplithments, regardless of whether 
it may take generations to determine goodness or badness. 
Stalin's record as re-maker of Russia, as last of the Dicta­ 
tors, as bogey-man for the free world irf the past twenty years— 
that's one thing. 
Stalin's record as a man, at a human being—-that's an 
other. 
Death, the great equalizer, on his approach permits us to 
separate the one from the other, and to examine the individual 
himself, and to review the fidelity and energy with which he 
struggled against human frailities. 
Certain elements make Stalin stand tall among the cen­ 
turies. 
Russia, and those other nations and races dominated by 
Russia, will for generations find phases in Stalin's character which 
will inspire their reverence and awe. 
In a dissolute age, Stalin appears to have been restrained 
and modest, completely faithful to the tasks he assigned for 
himself, a genius (from his own country's point of view, of 
course) at knowing adion to act and when to bide his time. 
But even his enemies will do well to note certain aspects 
of his character which are, unhappily, rare almost to the point 
of non-existence in this current age. 
Stalin kept his faith with the past. In this American nation, 
where anything, more than twenty years old is subject to discard 
as "belonging to the horse and buggy age," at a time when 
our Constitution and our traditions are being frittered away as 
obsolete, when repudiation of the hasip concepts of our country 
has been reduced virtually to a fine art (especially on some o 
our college campuses), when the experimental is grasped sole 
ly because it is new and the time-tested is spumed merely because

Flu Gigantic Funeral for Stalin 
Moscow—(INN)—Soviet officials, acting with a swiftness that 
startled the world, announced plans today to hold a gigantic funeral for 
Joseph Stalin on Monduy as Moscow’s masses continued to shuffle past 
the body of their fallen leader. 
Funeral arrangem ents were announced shortly after Georgi M. 
Malenkov was named new Soviet Premier in a sweeping government 
reorganisation. 
The speed of the government's actions was explained today by 
Pravda. the official Soviet newspaper, which declared that the reorgani­ 
satio n measures had been taken “to avoid any intermissions in the 
work of the government aud the party.” 
Pravda said the party's main objective was to educate all Commun­ 
ists and Soviet workers in the need for vigilance “in the firm fight with 
inside and outside enemies.” It added: 
“Loyal friend* and cooperators of Stalin will ensure the realisation 
of the internal and foreign policy worked out by the party. The great 
and clear program of building Communism in the Soviet Union will be 
carried out.” 
Although extracts from Malenkov’s speech to the all-Soviet party 
congress last October were quoted in the article, his name was not 
mentioned. 
Stalin's funeral was set for noon (4 A. M. EST). His remains will 
he placed next to those of Nikolai Lenin, the father of the Soviet state, 
in the huge pink masoleum looming over Moscow’s Red square.

sec a world leader whose eager goal has been to build his nation's 
future deep-rooted in its past. 
Moreover. Stalin worked relentlessly for Russia. Never for 
one split second did he waver from the belief that it was to his 
native land, and not to some abstract idea or som e collection of 
foreign races, that he owed his duty. 
In America a generation of do-gooder visionaries have de­ 
luded us to believing that the obligation of our rulers is not to 
our own people, but to backward peoples abroad, or to quarrel- 
th,t I some lands which never in a thousand years have been at peace 
with each other, or to greedy, mercenary forces whose brief 
j loyalties go to the highest bidders. 
The United States has been looted and its resources and 
prestige and power frittered away in an unbelievable giveaway 
game which has bought us no lasting friends in the world, and 
has weakened us to the point where nothing but the atomic bomb 
preserves any spirit of respect for us abroad. 
Stalin worked for Russia. G ood or bad, brute or builder, 
it was for his own land and his own people that He strove. 
I bs place in history may be measured by the single observa­ 
tion that of the four great dictators of the pjqgt generation— the 
others being those of Germany. Italy and Japan— he alone ap­ 
pears to be leaving behind something which will endure. All the 
others crashed in flaming ruin, their works and their aspirations 
a shambles. 
Stalin has been the great realist of the tirqe. He saw at a 
glance what fooled so many Americans—-that the starry-eyed 
braintrusters of the Roosevelt era were com plete visionaries. 
with no sense of permanent values and no conception of the 
fundamentals upon which civilization ha* been built. 
Stalin took them to the cleaners without compunction— 
I dipped them, however, not for his personal gain but for the 
advancement of his country, in line with his responsibilities as 
that country's leader. 
He was realist enough to sense that the great duty of any 
national leader is the advancement and enrichment of the people 
he rules. Whatever may have been his private opinion of those 
many New Deal emissaries who gave him the wealth of the 
American people, gave him over and again the lives and proper­ 
ties of millions who were not their subjects, who neatly arranged 
matters so that he had merely to pick up what was left handy 
(C zecho-Slovakia. China and Korea, for exam ple)— whatever 
tan through his mind, for the aggrandizement of Russia he seized 
ail this without delay and without compunction. 
His is a record without parallel in history. In the eight 
years since the close of the war, he added to his land, on the 
strength of the stupidity of the American leadership in that 
period, something like 800,000.000 new subjects and uncount­ 
able millions of square miles of new territory— without losing a 
single Red Russian soldier, or putting his country in one m o­ 
m en t) danger of counter-attack.
